benefited. Hach 25 feet of frontage 
upon said street for the purposes of 
this improvement shall be considered 
a lot.

In response to a Notice of Inten- 
tion published April 22, 1921, ad- 


vising the parties mterested that on 
Thursday, May 12, 1921, at 11 A. M. 
an opportunity would be given to be 
heard concerning the paving of Smith 
Street from Silver Street to Eigh- 
teenth Avenue, in a hearing, which 
I attended but without sufficient op- 
portunity to be heard, I wish now 
to protest again such paving and the 
assessment which would follow: 


First, because Sanford Street, 
which runs almost parallel and only 
one short block west of Smith Street, 
is already paved and serves as a 
sufficient highway from South Or- 
ange Avenue as well as from Silver 
Street through to Highteenth Ave- 
nue. 


Second, Because the present is not 
the best time to undertake this im- 
provement.
